EST, news briefing, 
Stennis’ wife, Coy , and his son, John 
H am pton Stennis, and dau ghter, M rs. 
M argaret Sy m e, w ere at the hospital 
du ring the night. M em bers of his staff 
also w ere present. 
Stennis is chairm an of the Senate 
Armed Serv ices C om m ittee and one of 
the m ost influ ential m em bers of the 
Congress. F irst elected to the Senate in 
1947 , he ranks sev enth in seniority 
am ong the 100 senators. 
He was shot tw ice in front of his 
hom e last Tu esday ev ening by two 
m ale teen-agers after they robbed him 
of his wallet and w ristw ateh. Police 
said Stennis offered no resistance in 
the robbery , bu t the y ou ths decided to 
shoot him any w ay .

E ach of the 562 U.S. m ilitary men 
listed by the N orth V ietnam ese as 
prisoners has m oney piling u p in an 
accou nt draw ing 10 per cent interest. 
'Hie sam e is tru e for 55 m en who died 
in captiv ity and 1,327 who still are 
m issing. In the case of the dead, 
Pentagon officials said, the money 
likely will go to their estates. The ac ­ 
cou nts of the m issing will continu e to 
grow u ntil the m en are located or there 
is a form al finding of “ presu m ptiv e 
d e a th ,” officials said.

SAIGON (AI*) — The chairm an of 
the in tern atio n al ceasefire com ­ 
mission said today that the first groups 
of American prisoners of war to lie 
freed in both North and South Vietnam 
would be handed over about Saturday. 
M ichel G auvin of C anada, the 
chairm an of the International Com­ 
mission for Control and Supervision 
(ICCS), told newsmen as he* entered a 
meeting of the commission: “ I don’t 
have any specific time or date, but I 
know it’s around the loth for American 
prisoners.” 
After the* meeting, he expanded on 
this and told newsmen: “There are no 
definite d a te s, but I understand 
American prisoners will probably be 
released around the 10th of February, 
some of them , not all, from Hanoi.”

American servicem en returning from 
war captivity in Southeast Asia will 
find as much as $100,000 waiting for 
them in back pay and allowances. 
On top of that, they are in line to 
collect possibly thousands of dollars 
more by claiming a special payment of 
$5 for each day they spent in a TOW 
camp. 
Each of the 562 U.S. military men 
listed by the North Vietnamese as 
prisoners has money piling up in an 
account drawing IO per cent interest. 
'I’he sam e is true for 55 men who died 
in captivity and 1,327 who still are 
missing. In the case of the dead, 
FJentagon officials said, the money 
likely will go to their estates. The ac­ 
counts of the missing will continue to 
grow until the men are located or there 
is a formal finding of “presumptive 
death,” officials said.

As scores of lawmen and prosecutors 
gather in Boston today to attem pt to 
find a common link in this a re a ’s most 
recent wave of killings, a district a t­ 
torney says he has sufficient evidence 


to prosecute for the slaying of Miss 
Gillispie. 
But law officials say they do not yet 
have conclusive evidence to tie one 
man to the eight m urders, all of them 
com m itted a g a in st young, white 
women and all by strangulation or 
suffocation. 
As Boston-area law officials work on 
this most recent series of killings, their 
counterparts on the suburban North 
Shore are investigating a wave of 
rapes. 
Two attempted rapes last weekend 
in that area brought the number of 
such attacks and attem pted attacks to 
13 since November. In nearly every 
case, police say the attacker ap­ 
proaches his victim wearing a ski 
m ask and takes her to a deserted area 
where he is joined by another man 
But the focus of police is on the 
m urders of the young women.

In its December edition, The 
Libertarian 
Forum, a 
journal of 
libertarian conservatism, comments 
on a debate in which I was involved 
concerning 
the 
legalization 
of 
marijuana. The Libertarian Forum 
takes the position that “ every person” 
has the right “ to order his own life in 
his own way,” and it reasons from that 
assumption to the conclusion that not 
only marijuana but also other drugs 
such as heroin should be legalized too. 
The premise of The Libertarian 
Forum’s position, that everyone 
should be able to order his life in his 
own way, will strike a sympathetic 
chord among many Americans, and 
not only American conservatives. For 
the kind of individualism it reflects has 
deep roots in American history and 
culture. And yet, setting aside for the 
moment the whole debate about 
marijuana and other drugs, is that 
premise really a satisfactory one? Is it 
satisfactory even as usually qualified: 
that every person has the right to order 
his life as he sees fit, as long as he does 
not directly injure someone else, and 
as long as he does not limit someone 
else’s freedom to do the same? 
My objection is that it leaves out the 
entire demension of community. Now 
a community is more than a collection 
of separate individuals each ordering 
his life as he sees fit. A community also 
has a collective existence, embodies a 
“ way of life,” a set of agreements on 
the way things should be done, and, by 
extension, a set of agreements on the 
way they should not be done. 
It is possible that a minority of in­ 
dividuals in a given community might 
well desire to smoke a good deal of pot, 
or shoot themselves full of heroin. It 
cannot be maintained, however, that 
such practices would not affect the 
quality of community existence. And I 
myself know of no ethical principle 
that enjoins the majority from at­ 
tempting to protect its way of life, the 
quality of its collective existence, 
against the desires of the minority. I 
would in principle only require that the 
majority not be capricious: that its 
decisions, as the Constitution provides, 
be “ deliberate.” 
There can also be no doubt that the 
proliferation of pornography has af­ 
fected the quality of community life 
both here and in Eurpoe. You cannot 
walk through Times Square or Pic-

cadilly Circus without offense to the 
eye; and the stuff has penetrated to the 
newsstands in even the smaller cities 
and towns. Again, though there is a lot 
of legal shilly-shallying in the United 
States, it seems reasonable to me that 
a community or a nation ought to be 
able, should it so wish, to ban the stuff 
out of hand. And the same would apply 
to obvious pornography such as the 
movies “ Deep Throat” and “ Last 
Tango.”

This tendency leads to the almost 
absurd situation of some butchers 
attempting to talk their customers into 
lower priced cuts. Overheard die other 
day was this response to a customer 
who sought to buy filet rnignon at $4.25 
a pound: “ Mister, why don’t you try 
our ground beef?” 
Consumption of some other meats is 
rising also and this year the appetite is 
expected to be in the range of 200 
pounds, compared with 136 pounds in 
1920, and 161 pounds as recently as 
1960.

But it can also be shown that rising 
demand adds to the price pressures 
and that no matter how high the price 
goes there will be a goodly number of 
shoppers who will chase it still higher.

Less veal and lamb are eaten, 
compared with a decade ago, but 
chicken and pork consumption is 
rising. And with choice hogs selling at 
34 cents a pound, up 25 per cent over a 


year ago, you can imagine what the 
future holds. 
With chicken the story is quite dif­ 
ferent. In the past 23 years Americans 
have raised their per capita con­ 
sumption from less than IO pounds to 
around 40 pounds, but prices in recent 
years have been lower than in 1950. 
There is a lesson for the rest of the 
food industry in this record. Prices 
have remained stable or fallen in spite 
of such big demand because the in­ 
dustry today is remarkably more 
efficient and productive.

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Unit Grain 
Train Cars 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The In- 
terstate Commerce Commission has 
placed restrictions on the number of 
covered hopper cars that may be used 
in unit grain train services in an effort 
to alleviate the present railroad car 
shortages resulting from increased 
export of U.S. grain supplies. 
The ICC service order provides that 
no carrier is permitted to use in unit 
grain train service more than 25 per 
cent of its ownership of jumbo covered 
hopper cars. 
The order defines unit grain trains 
as those of 50 or more covered hoppers 
originating and operating as a unit 
from a single point of origin to one 
destination. 
The ICC said the primary purpose of 
the order is to provide a more 
equitable distribution of the cars and is 
intended to make more cars available 
to the smaller shippers of the country. 
In a separate order, the commission 
reduced the free time on plain box cars 
and covered hoppers detained at port 
to 72 hours and established the min­ 
imum rates to be assessed for the 
detention of freight held in plain box 
cars and covered hoppers at ocean, 
Great I.ake or river ports for shipping 
of export and import traffic. 
The objective of the order, according 
to the ICC, is to expedite the loading 
and unloading of cars so as to achieve 
improved utilization. 
Previously, free time varied from 
five to seven days, depending on the 
port.

He said 
that somehow, they must be made 
aw are of what the s ta b does for them. 
Mr Martin described Congress as 
“confused” over what the national 
policy should be in financ ing housing. 
He said this is something that the 
states should probably take over, 
noting that 23 states already have 
housing finance agencies. 
He stated that he foresaw a “major 
battle” over the diversion of highway 
trust fund money to m ass traasit. He 
said the money will probably be 
diverted and the* battle will be over 
when its is diverted and how it is ad­ 
m in istered . He suggested th at a 
"ligitim ate com prom ise” would be to 
give the governors the option of how 
the money would be used.

From Europe 


WASHINGTON (AP) - British 
Prime Minister Edward Heath says a 
unilateral U.S. troop withdrawal from 
Europe would mean a surge of Soviet 
influence which might push some 
European nations into making deals 
with the Russians that would not be in 
the interests of the United States. 
But Britain would not be pushed into 
such deals, Heath said in an ap­ 
pearance Sunday on NBC’s ‘‘Meet the 
Press” program. 
He said that if the United States left 
a token force in Europe, the conclusion 
of allies and the Communists would be 
that 
America 
was 
becoming 
isolationist and no longer interested in 
world affairs. 
Asked if he thought the Soviets might 
start crossing borders, Heath said, 
“ Well ... the Soviet Union would then 
start using much greater influence in 
Europe in a whole variety of ways,” 
pressing European nations into 
making deals that would not ‘‘be in the 
interests of the United States.” 
He declined to speculate which 
countries might make such deals. 
Asked if the Soviet Union and China 
still represent a threat to Western 
Europe, Heath said, ‘‘I have absolutely 
no doubt about that at all.” 
On other matters, Heath said that 
with the threat of an energy crisis, oil­ 
consuming countries should organize 
and refuse to compete in dealing with 
the already-organized oil-producing 
countries.

In the 
interim, U.S. District Court Judge 
Matt Byrne has held hearings to de­ 
termine whether the government 
withheld evidence important to the 
defense of Daniel Ellsberg and An­ 
thony Russo. 
As a result, the judge released to the 
defense 13 secret reports in which the 
government’s own analysts concluded 
that release in 1969 and after of the top 
secret study of U.S. involvement in 
Vietnam would have had no effect on 
national security or defense. 
Ellsberg, 41, and Russo, 36, both 
former researchers on government 
projects, are charged with espionage, 
conspiracy and theft in the leak to 
news media of the Pentagon study.

U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals has 
upheld an order directing American 
auto manufacturers to install ignition 
interlock seat belts for front seat 
passengers in new cars by next Aug. 
15. 
At issue was a Ford Motor Co. ap­ 
peal of a portion of a wide-ranging 
order from the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration, an arm 
of the U.S. Department of Trans­ 
portation. 
Ford questioned federal testing 
standards for the belts in light of the 
circuit court’s decision last December 
which 
remanded 
for 
further 
refinement certain testing procedures 
for airbags, which inflate upon impact 
to protect automobile passengers. 
The airbag testing procedures were 
part of the same NHTSA order which 
set the seat belt requirements. 
The ignition interlock system sets off 
a buzzer when front seat belts are 
unfastened after the engine is started. 
Judge John Peck wrote that the 
record indicates the system will bring 
about increased use of seat belts. 
The delay requested by Ford, he 
said, “ would serve only to delay the 
effective date of the ignition interlock 
system, the validity of which is not in 
issue.” 
Fords’ appeal concerning testing 
considerations did not contain stated 
opposition to seat belts. Ford has not 
expressed such opposition.

At issue was a Ford Motor Co. ap­ 
peal of a portion of a wide-ranging 
order from the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration, an arm 
of the U.S. Department of Trans­ 
portation. 
Ford questioned federal testing 
standards for the belts in light of the 
circuit court’s decision last December 
which

refinement certain testing procedures 
for airbags, which inflate upon impact 
to protect automobile passengers. 
The airbag testing procedures were 
part of the same NHTSA order which 
set the seat belt requirements. 
The ignition interlock system sets off 
a buzzer when front seat belts are 
unfastened after the engine is started. 
Judge John Peck wrote that the 
record indicates the system will bring 
about increased use of seat belts. 
The delay requested by Ford, he 
said, “would serve only to delay the 
effective date of the ignition interlock 
system, the validity of which is not in 
issue.”

be a flexible, do-it-yourself 
dwelling that can grow, 
shrink, or even swap rooms at

an 
engineering researcher says. 
Hie house would consist of 
a central steel frame with 
standardized 
components 
fastened to it, such as walls, 
floors, roofs, wiring and 
plumbing. Starting with the 
basic frame, builders could 
devise homes of almost any 
size, architectural style and 
price by varying the com­ 
ponents. 
'Hie new type of home — 
potentially 
far more in­ 
dividualized than today’s 
factory housing — could be* in 
common use within 20 years, 
says Richard L. Martin, 
senior housing economist at 
the Stanford Research In­ 
stitute here. 
Martin, who with other SRI 
engineers 
developed is 
studying the concept of 
component 
housing, is 
reluctant to put a pricetag on 
the technique. But he said he 
is confident the method 
eventually could be used to 
mass produce homes at 
prices 
competitive 
with 
standard housing. 
“ When somebody wants to 
build a house, he might go to a 
factory to select his com­ 
ponents 
— 
just 
like 
a 
housewife today goes to the 
supermarket to buy food 
when she wants to cook a 
meal,” Martin said in an 
interview. 
“ All the ingredients are 
there, and depending on your 
budget and your tastes you 
could put together any kind of 
home you wanted,” he said. 
Because everything but the 
central frame is a detachable 
component, Martin said the 
new style home would offer 
its occupants and urban 
planners some striking ad­ 
vantages 
over 
present 
housing. 


“ Nowadays if a wife tires of 
the furniture arrangement in 
her living room she can 
switch it around. With our 
housing, she could do the 
same with whole rooms — 
Switch the living room with 
the bedroom, or put the 
bathroom where the kitchen 
was,” Martin said. 
He estimated a man and 
wife could move an entire 
room — walls, floor and all — 
in half a day. 


A family could even add a 
second story to their home, 
with the aid of a contractor in 
a few days by “ taking off the 
roof like a hat from you head” 


and stacking a new steel 
frame on the old one. 
Perhaps most important, 
Martin said, the new building 
concept would revolutionize 
urban renewal. Buildings 
that now deteriorate until 
they have to he condemned 
anti tom down, could be 
quickly and inexpensively 
remodeled and refurbished, 
or even moved to a new 
location. 
Martin 
said 
the 
con­ 
struction principle could 1m? 
used for other buildings 
besides 
homes 
— 
even 
highrise apratments and 
offices — and the structures 
would be at least as safe as 
conventional buildings from 
earthquakes 
or 
other 
disasters. 
Martin said SRI resear­ 
chers intitially began looking 
for new housing concepts 
because 
they 
felt 
con­ 
ventional methods were fast 
becoming outmoded. 
“ Homebuilding today is 
still pretty much of a craft 
operation,” he said. “ It’s 
very expensive because of the 
labor involved. We took a look 
at what would be the most 
efficient way for the industry 
to build homes — to fit the 
needs of all segments of the 
population and how they 
could maintain their vitality 
over time.” 
He sees the new technique 
as ideal for low-cost housing, 
which he said now frequently 
is put together so cheaply at 
deteriorates into slums as 
bad as those it replaces. 
Martin said fears in the 
building trades of lost jobs 
are unfounded, although he 
admits 
homeowners 
and 
amateur craftsmen could do 
much more of their own 
building and repair work. 
“ We don’t build enough 
houses 
today 
to 
meet 
anywhere near the demand,” 
he said. “ And modenrizing 
and remodeling would open 
up a fantastic market for the 
labor trade.” 
Widespread use of the 
technique still is a generation 
away, 
Martin 
believes, 
m ainly because until the 
components can be mass- 
produced they would be 
prohibitively expensive. 
However, a less-flexible 
version of the homes designed 
by SRI engineers is being 
used in the new town of 
Jonathan, Minn., he said, and 
a gasoline company plans to 
use the concept in its new 
service stations. Martin said 
the technique could be used 
right now in building mobile 
homes 
and 
portable 
classrooms.

-T h e house of the future will 
be a flexible, do-it-yourself 
dwelling that can grow, 
shrink, or even swap rooms at 
its 
owner’s 
whim, 
an 
engineering researcher says. 
'Hie house would consist of 
a central steel frame with 
standardized 
components 
fastened to it, such as walls, 
floors, roofs, wiring and 
plumbing. Starting with the 
basic frame, builders could 
. devise homes of almost any 
size, architectural style and 
price by varying the com­ 
ponents. 
The new type of home — 
potentially 
far more 
in­ 
dividualized than today’s 
factory housing — could be in 
common use within 20 years, 
says Richard L. M artin, 
senior housing economist at 
the Stanford 
Research In­ 
stitute here. 
Martin, who with other SRI 
engineers 
developed 
is 
studying 
the concept 
of 
component 
housing, 
is 
■ reluctant to put a pricetag on 
the technique. But he said he 
is confident 
the 
method 
eventually could be used to 
mass produce 
homes 
at 
prices 
competitive 
with 
standard housing. 
“When somebody wants to 
build a house, he might go to a 
factory to select his com­ 
ponents 
— 
just 
like 
a 
housewife today goes to the 
supermarket to buy food 
when she wants to cook a 
meal,” Martin said in an 
interview. 
“All the ingredients are 
there, and depending on your 
budget and your tastes you 
could put together any kind of 
home you wanted,” he said. 
Because everything but the 
central frame is a detachable 
component, Martin said the 
new style home would offer 
its occupants and urban 
planners some striking ad­ 
vantages 
over 
present 
housing. 


“Nowadays if a wife tires of 
the furniture arrangement in 
her Irving 
room 
she can 
switch it around. With our 
housing, she could do the 
same with whole rooms — 
Switch the living room with 
the bedroom, 
or 
put 
the 
bathroom where the kitchen 
was,” Martin said. 
He estimated a man and 
wife could move an entire 
room — walls, floor and all — 
in half a day. 


A family could even add a 
second story to their home, 
with the aid of a contractor in

remodeled and refurbished, 
or even moved to a new 
location. 
M artin 
said 
the 
con­ 
struction principle could be 
used for other buildings 
besides 
homes 
—

highrise apratments

offices — and the structures 
would be at least as safe as 
conventional buildings from 
earthquakes 
or 
other 
disasters. 
Martin said SRI 
resear­ 
chers intitially began looking 
for 
new 
housing 
concepts 
because 
they 
felt 
con­ 
ventional methods were fast 
becoming outmoded. 
“ Homebuilding today is 
still pretty much of a craft 
operation,” he said. 
“It ’s 
very expensive because of the 
labor involved. We took a look 
at what would be the most 
efficient way for the industry 
to build homes — to fit the 
needs of all segments of the 
population and how they 
could maintain their vitality 
over time.” 
He sees the new technique 
as ideal for low-cost housing, 
which he said now frequently 
is put together so cheaply at 
deteriorates into slums as 
bad as thase it replaces. 
Martin said fears in the 
building trades of lost jobs 
are unfounded, although he 
admits 
homeowners 
and 
amateur craftsmen could do 
much 
more of 
their own 
building and repair work. 
“ We don’t 
build 
enough 
houses 
today 
to 
meet 
anywhere near the demand,” 
he said. “And modenrizing 
and remodeling would open 
up a fantastic market for the 
labor trade.” 
Widespread use of the 
technique still is a generation

believes,

"Too many of us over the years,” 
Byrd said, ‘‘have virtually outdone 
ourselves in currying the favor of 
organized pressure groups that ad­ 
vocate more and more spending as the 
solution for more and more problems, 
this being the way to get more and 
more votes. The result: more and 
more deficits.” 
But in calling for greater restraints 
in spending along the lines Nixon has 
pursued, Byrd emphasized he thinks 
Congress should assert more control 
and "protect its constitutional au­ 
thority to determine how the people’s 
moneys will be spent, how much will 
be spent, and for what purposes.”
